Keep the flies away from the sick, especially those 
ill with contagious diseases. 
Kill every fly that 
strays into the sickroom. 
His body is covered with 
disease germs. 


Do not allow decaying material of any sort to ac­ 
cumulate on or near your premises. 


Screen all food and insist that your grocer, butcher, 
baker and every one from whom you buy foodstuffs 
does the same. 


Don’t buy foodstuffs where flies are tolerated. 


Don’t eat where flies have access to food. 


Keep all receptacles for garbage carefully covered 
and the cans cleaned or sprinkled with oil or lime. 


Keep all stable manure in vault or pit, screened or 
sprinkled with lime, oil or other cheap preparations, 
as 98 per cent of the flies come from stable manure 
and 2 per cent from garbage and other filth. 


Keep the streets and alleys clean. 


See that your sewage system is in good ffrder; that 
it does not leak, is up to date and not exposed to flies. 


Pour kerosene into the drains. 


Burn pyrethrum powder in the house to kill tho 
flies or use a mixture of formaldehyde and water, one 
spoonful to a quarter pint of water, This exposed in 
the room will kill all the flies, 


Burn or bury all table refuse. 


Screen all windows and doors, especially in tho 
kitchen and dining room. 


If you see flies you may be sure that their breeding 
place is in nearby filth. 
It may be behind the door, 
under the table or in the cuspidore. 


Remove all refuse and filth from house, yard and 
outhouses and thus prevent flies from breeding on 
your premises. 


If there is no dirt and filth there will be no flies.

Policy of Pulitzer Branch of Colum­ 
bia University Announced 
by Heads. 


New* York.—A preliminary announce­ 
m ent regarding the first year’s w’ork 
of the new* Pulitzer School of Journal­ 
ism at Columbia university declares 
the school will be run on broad prin- 
siples, with a policy neither too pro­ 
fessional nor too academic. 
The rules and requirements for ad- i 
mission will be liberal and no person 
with ability will be refused admis­

8ucc«»* of Internal Combustion E n ­ 
gine M ay Cause Revolution In 
Shipping Industry. 


H orse W a s Not Stolen. 


A great revolution in the shipping 
industry probably unequaled in 
any 
period of Its history, was predicted 
In a recent interview in London by 
Sir Marcus Samuel, head of the Shell 
Trading and Transport company, ow­ 
ing to the success of the internal com­ 
bustion engine as a motive power for 
vessels. 
"It insures,** he said, "a saving in 
cost and a 
great saving 
of 
space, 
weight and crow. 
Cleanliness would 
be increased and also the comfort of 
passengers. 
It would insure safety 
from boiler explosions and spontane­ 
ous combustion and many other ad­ 
vantages. 
"Those who argue about the 
in­ 
creased cost of oil do not understand. 
You must remember that one ton of 
oil is equal to four tons of coal and 
that the larger power internal combus­ 
tion engine makes for greater economy 
in using oil. I think it is a great pity 
the United States, with its immense 
oil resources, is not taking a more ac­ 
tive part in th© development of the 
internal combustion 
merino 
engine 
and that the largest oil company has 
not done more to encourage the trade. 
"As an Instance, this oil company 
went to Roumania, but from one point 
of view it was singularly unsuccessful. 
The production after 
some 
years’ 
working reached an average of about 
fifteen thousand tons a month. 
We 
went there years later and our pro­ 
duction Is 50,000 tons a month. I have 
always maintained that the oil supply 
of the world is more likely to be met 
in the Borneo fields than in any oth­ 
er. There we have unlimited supplies, 
so th* question of prohibitive cost 
need Bot enter into the reckonings of 
the maintenance of motor driven ves­ 
sels."
